dry reached Santa Ana at noon today, 
and for an hour an audience at the 
corner of Fourth ana Sycamore streets 
heard a convincing argument in favor 
of a dry state. 
The speaker was A rthur Arlett o! 
Oakland, former world’s fair commis 
sioner, a hanker and contractor. 
Hi 
was introduced by E. W. Pasko, dis 
trict organiser for the Dry Federation 
Arlett put his argum ent upon a bus 
iness basis. 
On Business Basis 
“Not,” said he, “that I do not flrmlx 
believe that any business that goer 
to degrade humankind should not bt 
wiped out, but because I want to meet 
the common, every-day voter upon t 
purely business basis.” 
Arlett said that as world's fair com 
missioner he had become nsquaintec 
with many governors, 
and 
he 
had 
written to those in dry states and had 
asked 
them 
how 
prohibition 
hat 
worked. 
They answered that prohibl 
tion has done much good. 
He was told that in Seattle ovei 
700,000 new savings accounts had beer 
started. 
Russia has had an increase of 1106 
per cent in savings account since it 
went dry, 
declared Arlett. 
“And yet 
the saloon interests say that prohibi­ 
tion hurts business 
That is a beauti­ 
ful way to kill business. As a businest 
man I’d like Lo die by that route.” 
Cites Berkeley 
He cited Berkeley as a 
dry 
town 
that had the greatest percentage of 
i -owth of any city in California and 
Tulare county, with but two wet spots 
as 
the 
county 
with

growth. 
"K ansas has raised up a generation 
that has never seen a saloon,” said he 
“and we parents in California wish 
we could say as much. 
‘‘Missouri is wet 
Out of each lot 
automobiles, one owns an automobile 
Across the line is dry Kansas, anc 
there out of every five farmers one 
owns an automobile. 
“In every city and state that has 
pone dry. tile num ber of arrests 
has 
been cut down to a third .or a quarter 
of what it was as wet W et Oakland ii 
a year had 3000 arrests for intoxica 
tion and dry Berkeley next to it hat 
five. 
When prohibition is instituted 
and an honest effort made to enforce 
it, K is always effective. 
I don’t mean 
1U0 lier cent, any more than we meat 
that a law against burglary absolute 
ly wipes out burglary."

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—Aviator Carl- 
strom, flying from Chicago 
to 
New 
York, today 
arrived 
at 
Governor s 
Island at 8:55 a. in. 
He had been in 
the air eight hours ami 
thirty-seven 
minutes, making two stops en route. 
He covered approximately 975 miles 
at an average speed of 110 miles an 
hour. 
Carlstrom averaged 137 miles per 
hour from 
Hammondsport 
to 
New 
York. He had a stiff wind at his back. 
This is declared to be the fastest ex­ 
tended time ever made. 
Carlstrom had 
hung 
up 
a 
new 
American non-stop record by glinting 
through the air at 110-mile-an-hour 
average. 
Little more than a speck, 
he soared near the island just before
